He said that no other industry

Before victory won we will 
have some 200,000 men in the R.C

craft industry. It is true that we 
cannot hope to keep all of these 
peor profitably employed in 
peacetime aviation, nor do all of 
them wish to remain in the in- 
dustry. But a large percentage of 
those under 30 years of age will 
still want to “keep ’em flying”, Mr. |

“In our war effort we are creat- 
ing two gigantic reservoirs of edu- 
cation. In the factories we are 
spending hundreds of thousands 
of training aircraft me- 
chanics in the construction and 
servicing of aircraft. In the air 
force we are spending millions for 
the training of riggers, fitters, ad- 
ministrative and air personnel, Let
